The — 
taxable wealth of the white and colored groups was shown to portray 
the point that the Negroes were receiving a far greater proportion of 
benefit from the county than they were able to contribute in taxes. 
It was pointed out to them per capita costs of educating colored 
children in Iredell County, which costs were greater than * per capita 
costs of educating white children.

All of the colored and white leaders in the City of Statesville 
upon being interviewed advised that as far as they knew there was absolutely: 
no subversive or Communistic influences at work amongst the colored popu- 


lation of Statesville or Iredell County. They felt that any agitation 
which was being promulgated there was the result of radical ideas on 
the part of local leaders. The oly possible exception to the above was 
the fact that some people seemed to feel that some of the colored 


leaders were getting ideas from the north or from other radical colored 
southern communities.
